The $30 Continental of July 22, 1776, #5793, is genuine. 

The top loop of G in GOLD is closed compared to what I refer to as 
open. The C in CONGRESS is also closed. When these loops are open 
they really gape widely. 

The $40 Continental of Sept. 26, 1778, #147670, is genuine 
in my opinion. The hyphen referred to is after CON of CONGRESS, not 
CON of CONFEDERATION. Your Congress hyphen is horizontal. The other 
hyphen may be an ink blot from signing, not printing. 

The $30 Continental with J. Wilson is Joseph Wilson in my 
opinion. The James Wilson signature differs by being Jas Wilson and 
having a sweep on the W, etc. The Joseph is always by initial. 

I was glad that you decided to send the notes as it puts 
my mind at ease too. I always look for new counterfeits. Your notes 
are returned herewith.
